The air was humid and there 


was a threat of w thunderstorm: 


when Sir Harry Oakes, whose 
fortune was estimated at 
£05,000,000, culled in hig close 
{rlend and house guest, Harold 
Christie, for a nightcap. 


It wns the night of July’ 7, 
1943—a night to remember for 
Nassau and the Bahamas. Oakes 
had made his money out of gold 
mining in Canada, out of real 
eitate in the Bahamas; and he 
worked closely with Christic, 
who to this day says: “Sir Harry” 
was my best and closest friend.”

The two men chatted and then 
Christle retired to his bedroom, 
which was separated from 
Onkes’s by another bedroom and 
a bath. 


Three miles away Count 
Freddic de Marlgny and his pal, 
the Marquis Georges de Vis- 
dolou, were holding a lively 
party with several pretty girls. 


De. Marigny, at that time 
married to Onkes's heiress 
daughter, Nancy, was hardly on 
speaking termy with Oakes. 
He hadn't called at Westbourne 
for three years. - 


The storm broke during the 
night and violent thunder 
rolled over the beach, crashed 
over Westbourne, and lightning 
Vt up the {sland, ° 


Christie stirred restlessly in 
his bed. He had sald goodnight 
to Onkes at 11.30 p.m. and he 
waz the last man, except the 
murderer, to see Oakes alive. 
Freddie's party broke up about 
1.30, and he drove . the last 
gucsls home, apart from 10- 
year-old Betty Roberts, who 
lingered on with the marquis, 
who shared de Marigny's house.

Betty was finally driven home 
at 3 am. by the marquis, and 
de Marigny had gone to bed 
about two o'clock. 


The day came up.clear and 
bright after the storm, and 
Christie, up at 6.45, went along

Christie was questioned for 
hours ond submitted to 
examination for singcing or 
bums, the theory being that the 
murderer was bound to have 
suffered burns during or after 
the crlme. No trace of burns or 
singeing was found anywhere on 
Christie — head, hands, arms, 
neck, chest, or anywhere else. 


' The detectives, who now shid 

they had found a fingerprint of 
de Marigny's In Oakes's bed- 
room, asked him to submit him- 
self for examination for burns, 
They found that hairs of de 
Matigny's ‘beard, his head and 
hls hands showed singeing or 
‘minor burns. De Marigny ex- 
plained that he had burned his 
beard and his hands’ while 
Ughting storm lamps in front 
of witnesses and always had his 
deard singed at the barber's.

Working with mice, the team 
discovered 4 “remarkable and 
hitherto — unknown extreme 
sensitivity” to radiation by the 
mouse ovary “during the second 
week after birth,’

female reproductive cells have 
just. reached the stage In which 
they will remain with _Iittle 
change throughout thelr lfc In 
the adult mouse.

At Swansea’ 


HE .opening of 
“£750,000 Duke’ of 
Edinburgh Dry Dock at 
Swansea took place rccentfy. 
ft marks another stage in a 
dovclopment programme by 
the Prince of Wales Ory 
Dock Company, Swansea, 
which involves not only the 
construction ‘of one of the 
most modern and highly 
officicnt dry docks, capable 
up 
to 32,000 tons deadweight, 
but also the extensive deve- 
lopmeht ‘of the cdmpatny’s 
ddckyard ‘and Workshop 
facilities. = 3 


The new dock, the largest 
in private ownership in 
the Bristol Channel, was 
officlally opened by the Hon, T, 
G. D. Galbraith, Clvil Lord of 
the Adralralty. 


The dock is 670 fect long by 
100 fect wide and has taken 
two years to build, It has 
heen built alongside one of the 
fumpany’s existing docks and 
8 80 
can utilise the same pumphouse, 
cranes and other facilities, 


. The dock is 92 fect wide ot 
the entrance and with a normal 
depth of water available over 
the sill of 23 fect, is capable of 
tnkIng the largest ships able to 
enter Swansea Docks, 


‘The Duke of Edinburgh Dry

25 ‘per 
cent said they were employing 
more men, 

Higher productivity however 
has not meant lower vosts, Over 
n quarter of the firms said their 
costs per unit of autput were 
higher than four manths apo 
compared with o fifth’ who said 
they were lower, 

These higher costs combined 
with n downward pressure on 
prices have meant lower profit 
thargins for 42 per echt of the 
firms ‘questioned. Only 11 per 
cent reported higher profit mar- 
gins. 

Another sign that Industry {t- 
self is not expecting another In- 
flationary boom is the fact that 
rather more firms were still 
yunning down their stocks of raw 
materials, than those whd were 
rebuilding stocks, 


Slower — 


With most of the firms stil 
operating below capacity it 18 
not surprising that recovery has 
been slower in capital goods 
industries. The industry's 
‘plans have not changed much 

past four ménths. 
Rather less will be spent 
in the next 12 months 
compared with the fast 12 
months, on new. buildings and 
spending on plant and equip- 
Ment will be about the same. 

Two aspects of the yeneral 
recovery are especially encour- 
aging. First. the Industry is 
more optimistic and this in ity 
self ts a powerful antidote to o 
recession, Fifty-nine per cent 
of those questioned said they 
were feeling more optimistic 
about the general business situa- 
tion than they were four months 
ago. Only four per cent were 
less optimistic.
